The last day of the campaign, tomor- 
row, will be devoted by the candidate 
te making speeches at Dunkirk, N. Y.; 
Ashtabula. Cleveland and Youngstown, 
Ohio, after which he will proceed dur- 
ing the nigat to Cincinnati, where he 
will arrive at 8 o'clock election morn- 
ing.

UNIFORM BILL OF LADING 
IN EFFECT ON: 416 ROADS 


New Form Is Believed 4to Be Gen- 
erally Acceptable to the 
Shippers. 

Chicago, November |.—The new uni- 
form bil] of lading, approved by the 
interstate commerce commission, went 
into effect on 416 railroads in the of- 
ficial classification territory today. 
Hereafter every shipment of freight in 
the territory east of the Mississippi and 
north of the Ohio must be made up on 
the basis of the new form, unless a 
shipper objecting to the terms agrees 
to pay 10 per cent more than the regu- 
lar freight rates. It was customary to 


| 


charge 20 per cent extra on shipments 
not under the old bill of lading. 

The new form is believed to be uni- 
versally acceptable. It has a disiinet- 
ive color, yellow, adopted at the sug- 
gestion. of the American Bankers’ As- 
sociation, for all “order” bills of lad- 
ing. which are negotiable and enable a 
shipper to obtain advance ymyment 
through the banker. The difficulty of 
fixing a definite vagis for the settle- 
ment of claims prior to shipment is also 
minimized. The form of the new bill 
represents the best judgment not only 
of the interstate commerce commission, 
but of the leading officials of all the 
prominent railroads affected. The 
Pennsylvania railroad today announced 
that they had more than 10,000,000 
copies of the new form printed. It is 
through bills of lading chiefly that «a 
record is kept of the country’s com- 
merejal activity. ..

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Average Cuban ,\Woman—How It Feels to 
American J, Live Like a Cuban. — 


$31.—(Speciail Corre- 
years ago I wrote 
had received from 
aequaintance with Cuban women, and 
Since then I have not seen reason to 
@ehange my opinion essentially. What 
I vaguely felt then has been evolved 
into quite decided belief. 

When I cagme back here two years 
@go I decided I would live in the house 
with Cubans, getting away from the 
Americans as much as possible, for in 
times past I had an almost superficial 
@cquaintance with the inner life of Cu- 
bans. I wanted to get at the women, 
to find out what they expected from 
life, what they get out of it and what 
they fail to get out it; so I went to 
work to find a home with them, deter- 
mining to be patient with many things, 
not to regard the garifc and the oil, 
to take breakfast at !} o'clock in the 
day, to have only coffee and a plece 
of dry bread in the morning, to sleep 
on a wire-woven mattress with only 
e moderatelv thick coverlet between me 
and the wires, to have no hot baths— 
in short, to be a Cuban myself as much 
as possible. 

First, I got into a house where the 
proprietor charged me from $!5 to $20 
more than any one else in the house, 
and had a room in the basement next 
door to the stable, where there were 
three horses, and within a few feet 
of my bed the Alhambra theater ‘for 
men only,”’ a pandemonium until the 
small hours in’*the morning: a hand- 
some house, too, on a most respectable 
street but the sheep are not divided 
from the goats here in Havana, and one 
section of the town is as good as an- 
other, ag far as respectability goes. 
The proprietor of the house, when he 
felt disposed to rettre early in the 
evening, often before 9 o'clock, turned 
off the gas and we were left to grope 
about with a thin tallow candle, im- 
possible to read by and only serving 
to keep us from total darkness. At 
other times, when disposed to go on 
a frolic himself. the gas burned until 
he returned, which rejoiced the. hearts 
of the stay-at-homes. At the long ta- 
ble the food was handed round in 
huge. platters, each one héliping him- 
self, and as the table was very long 
it was some time before you got a po- 
tato, after getting the meat and so 
on: so you ate one thing at a time, 
as a rule. Then the one at the far end 
of the table got the worst of every- 
thing. Also, with a vague idea of 
stvle, things must be served in courses, 
and when one did not want an oily soup 
or fisp dressed with garlic, there was 
no chance of getting anything else un- 
til the third course was in order. This 
to people who had a limited time to eat 
Was a weariness to the flesh. 

I soon exhausted the capacities of 
that house and found another, where I 
have been almost two years, and where, 
with some drawbacks, life has been 
very tolerable. 

Caban Houses Not Dirty. 


In the first place, I want to disabuse 
the minds of Americans of the belief 
that Cuban houses are as a rule dirty. 
The fiouses of respectable people are 
clean. Soap and water and pearline 
and sapolio are used freely. The mar- 
ble or tiled floors and stairs are wash- 
ed up every day‘and in some places 
twice a day. Large windows and doors 
and high ceilings give ample ventila- 
tion. The houses are built to suit the 
climate and are well constructed. Many 
of them have modern, sanitary plumb- 
ing, and the supply of the fine Vento 
water is inexhaustible. Bath tubs and 
showers were scarce in days gone by, 
but now the majority of houses are 
well supplied. 

Another point is the good service. 
The servant problem is not the one tn 
Cuba it is in the United States. Also, 
there are more white servants than 
colored, for the colored Cuban does 
not lie service, and the men and mald 
servants are mostly Spanish immi- 
grants, largely from Galacia. One of 
the poorest provinces of Spain, where 
the people have scarcely enough to eat, 
so coming to this country, veing in- 
dustrious and willing, they soon secufe 
hemes with abundant food, a bed an‘ 
what seems to them go00d wages, 
though much less than what is paid in 
the larger cities of the United States. 

In our house we have two little 
maids, Flora and Carmen, pretty girls, 
of good character, who never go on tlie 
streets alone Or receive their men vis- 
itors alone. These two giris care for 
the rooms of more than forty peopise, 
enswer the bells and take many steps 
in the day. There are two men wno 
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wait on the table, wash the floors of | 


| all bh the bedrooms, all the stairs, 
run errands and lead a busy life. There 
is a cook and hig assistant in th@ 
kitchen, and a janitor at the front 
door. This comprises the service of & 
very large house,’ having as a ruie 
forty guests, in addition to the famucy. 

Th cook, in makin his contract, 
Suipulates what amount he will-require 
for th marketing daily. This is © ak 
Ways the crucial point, wages 
secondary. The cook is both stewart 
and cook. He engages to supply t 
table for so much per day; what 
Saves out of that or makes On com, 
missions.is hig own. 
stood. He goes to market in the morn- 
ing and buys exactly what he is going 
to use for the day, even in moet 1n- 
Stances the exact amount of charcoal! 
he will require, for they cook almost 
entirely with charcoal. When the last 
} meal has been served at night there is 
not a scrap of food in the house. he 
stove, or ‘‘fogon,’’ as they cal) their 
cooking apparatus, which is a table of 
tile with holes in it fer chareoal, (ts 
brushed out, the kitchen floor washe1 
up and the question of caring for fo00.1 
left over is unknown. A Cuban woman 
as a rule knows nothing about her 
kitchen, except to look through and see 
if the work is g0ing on, the place 
cleaned up and scold awhile, but she 
|; never cooks, never markets, néver 
(serves a meal; that is the work for 
which she pays the servants, and they 
must do it. 

I keep talking about the house, but i 
will get to the woman in time. 

Where I live the house is large, 
three stories and with rooms on the 
roof, not as with us, the roof carried 
up and roons inclosed, but the houses 
are finished with flat roofs and rooms 
are built up there, often in detached 
groups, with space between to walk 
around, and in most instances with a 
large expanse of what you might Call 
[yard room, though it ts many feet 
above the streets, In Spanish days it 
| was the home of the Chinese consul, 
,;and later the French, and many peo- 
ple tell of the elegant entertainments 
given there. Th first floor is cut up 
into small shops, a barroom and nu- 
merous small enterprises. The second, 
the entresuelo, is the store rooms/of a 
furniture house, and the residence 1s 
the third floor and the roof. 

The Womer of the Household. 


The genora is the widow of a Span- 
iard, a comely woman, and not a few 
masculine hearts are carried at her 
| belt. Isabel Masnate Fernmadez) is 
“muy senora’—eas we say in English, 
very much of a lady, acting the moth- 
er’s part to her brother's orphaned 
children, kind to her guests, ever ready 
to do what she can for their com- 
fort, only failing tecause of lack of 
understanding of what is wanted. She 
is a great stickler for etiquette, and 
most dedided in her opinion as to fit- 
ness for entry into her house. Man 
and woman must shaw a clean record 
before getting a seat at her table, con- 
sequently # is a badge of respectability 
to give the number of her house as 
one’s address. 

The Spaniard and the Cuban are ut- 
terly unconscious of any customs but 
theic own. Anything beyond the pale 
of their teachings and experience must 
necessarily be wrong. They have cut 
and dried rules, which must not be 
overstepped, and one tis judged by more 
or less conformity to their methods. 
More especially are they rigid in their 
intercourse with the other sex. This 
is to be deplored, in that frank com- 
radeship is out of the question, and men 
are so restricted in their intercourse 
with women they are driven to resort 
to the society of more,or less dubious 
characters. This makes the women ar- 
tificial and nervously conscious when 
in the company of a man, and when 
they are always at their worst. 

But to get back to the concrete and 
take up various of my companions and 
friends in the house. There is Maria 
Antonia, speaking three languages, with 
much experience in travel in Burope, a 
woman who -has seen many reverses, 
but who accepts life philosophically 
and finds it not bad. <A coarse word 
or d@iscourteous act would be impos- 
to her, and with a Nttle mo- 
dernity cropping out here and there, 
she is yet the type of the old-world 
Spanish lady. Aso she is that rarity 
—at least according to repute—a de- 
voted daughter-in-law, regarding her 
husband’s mother, as all that is most 
admirable, and in that she is not far 
wrong. Her mother, Dolores Ximeno,

A Visit to a Cafe. 


The other night I was in a cafe with 
a Cuban friend, and an American lady 
entered, accompanied by a gentieman. I 
Saluted her and explained to my com- 
panion who she was, a (woman of ir- 
reproachable character and anteced- 
ents, a very brilliant woman. My Cu- 
bana asked if her companion were her 
brother. I replied no, only a friend, 
and immediately I saw her face stif- 
fen. Nothing I might have said woald 
have convinced her the American was 
a proper penson, else she would not sit 
at a table in a brilliantly lighted cafe 
in the company of a man, while all 
the world migiht look on. 

A little farther along up the table is 
another dainty creature, Carmén, twith 
her typical Spanish husband, Benito, so 
beautiful himself that he needs an un- 
cogq~™moniy lovely woman for a wife, 
and he has got ‘her. Carmen’s family 
all but cast her off when she made up 
her mind to wed a Spanierd, a dreadful 
thing they said when all her people 
had fought and suffered in the wars 
against Spain, but Carmen did not al- 
low country or family to come between 
her and Benito, and she was right, 1 
don’t blame her. % 

There ds another Dolores here with 
a Scoteh husband, a rather incongruous 
couple, but they. are satisfied. Dolores 
is a great standby in case of sickness, 
will nurse untiringly and terderly, all 
for tove’s sake.

It is much easier for the 
friends and relatives, as not so many 
dates have to be born in mind, for In- 
Starrce, the day of Our Lady of Carmen 
is the day of al] the Carmens and 
Carmelas, when friends call and bring 
gifts, so that the game day serves 
{fOr many. Cubans are lavish givers, so 
one’s saint day is a welcome one. 
And now, after close intercourse 
with many Cuban women, I don't 
know that I can yet look at life from 
treir point of view, and I give it up. 
They are always astonishing some 
American by an amazing timidity, for 
instance, when a wOmen refuses a trip 
te the United States because she must 
zo alone, is afraid of cars and steam.

watch; or when some engaged girl has 
scarcely a word with her intended un- 
til after marriage, when she has to

He firmly believes the earth is flat. 
He has reached this conclusion, main- 
ly from the testimony of the Bible. He 
has written a book, with illustrative 
charts, to prove his theory to others, 
who hold the anne Columbus theory 
that the earth is round and flattened 
at the poles. 

“They call me _  flat-headed,” said 
Professor Reynolds, “these round earth 
theorists do. I tell you, they are wrong. 
Yiou can search the Bible from Genesis 
to Revelatiions, without finding a line 
or syllable about the earth being round, 
or revolving. The Bible says the earth 
fs flat, has four corners and does not 
move. I take the Scriptures literally.” 

Sun Returned for Hezekiah. 


The listener made an attempt to in- 
terrupt, but the professor was off again 

ith quotations from the Holy, Book, 
which has been ‘his chief study: 

“When King Hezekiah mwas sick unto 
Aeath, as the Bibleitelis us, Isaiah came 
to him at the command of the Lord 
and told him to set his house in order 
as he was to die. And Hezekiah turned 
his face to the wall and prayed. Then 
came the word of the Lord to 
Isaiah holding out this pro mise to Heze- 
kiah: ‘Behold, I will add unto thy days 
fifteen years.’ When the Lord had 
also promised King Hezekiah to defend 
his city, He said: 

“‘and this shall be a sign unio thee 
from the Lord, that the Lord will do 
this thing that He has spoken.’ 

“Rehold, I will bring again the 
shadow of the degrees, which is gone 
down in the sun diad of Alaz, ten de- 
grees backward. So the sun returned 
ten degrees, by which degrees it had 
fone aon. (Isaiah 38th chapter, verse 
7th and sth.) 

“Thus proving,’ 
sor, “that the sun, moves.” . 

Sun Has Dark Disc. 


Proof convincing to Professor Reyn- 
olds that the sun and moon move and 
the earth does not, is found in other 
passages of the Bible. He quotes from 
Ecclesiastes, chapter first and the fifth 
verse: “The sun also ariseth and the 
sun goeth down, and hasteth to his 
place where he arose.” But the pro- 
fessor does not believe the sun really 
goes down, but declares it moves over 
the face of the earth; that it has a 
light disc and a derk disc, and so 
has the moon. When these luminaries 
reach the horizon, their edge and then 
their dark disc is turned to us. There- 
fore w edo not see them. It is as 
plain as the nose on your face, to hear 
the professor teil it. : 

According to the professor, the sun 
isn’t so high up above the earth that 
you can see it from any point on a flat 
earth. 

“I don't belleve the sun is anything 
like 95,000,000 miles away,’ said the 
professor, with conviction. ““It ain't 
so very big, either. It travels over 
the earth in a circle corresponding to 
the equator. When it reaches the side 
farthest from us, its dark disc is 
turned. The moon shines by its own 
light and not by reflected light.” - 

But the professor did not at any 
time venture far into the subject of 
geography, astronomy or the mathe- 
matics of his subject. He invariably 
returned to the Bible.

Dr. Holderby and Rev. Eakes 
Ask for Their, Re- 
moval, 


Dr. A. R. Holderby and Rev. Frank 
Eakes, during the course of their ser- 
mons yesterday, commented on the 
movement now on foot for the removal 


jof the houses under the Washington 


street viaduct to sOme other part of the 
city and both ministers warmly favored 
the plan. 

At the Wesley, Memorial church Rev. 
Frank Eakes took the position that it 
dig not matter who owned the houses 
under the Washington street viaduct, 
all the people of Atlanta desiring be- 
ing their immediate removal. He said 
he was-.in sympathy with the efforts 
of the grand jury, and declared that 
the houses ought to be wiped out, not 
Only from under the Washington street 
viaduct, but from. all over the city. He 
did not indorse the statement made by 
a member of council that the houses 
always had been in existence, with the 
intimation that they always would be. 
He readily acknowledged that they al- 
ways had been, but did not believe that 
they always woulg be, and looked for 
the time when this évil would be elim- 
inated ehtirely. 

At the Moore Memorial church, Dr. 
Holderby took for his text Matthew ii.: 
23, treating of the fate of Capernaum. 
Hée compared Atlanta and Capernaum. 
He showed what great natura! advan- 
tages Atlanta has in the way of favor- 
able climate, fine health, the best of 
church conditions, splendid ministerial 
forces, consecrated men and women, 
how very greatly Atlanta was morally 
blessed. 

Dr. Holderby then declared that At- 
lanta was disregarding these privileges 
and blessings at the present time. 
Specializing, he mentioned the houses 
under the Washington street viaduct. 
He gave ‘t as his opinion that the 
houses had no right to exist there or 
anywhere else, asserted. that they were 
a constant menace to the boys and girls 
of Atlanta, and said he thought the 
city authorities ought to move these 
places. It ig up to the city to do so, 
was the way he put it. Dr, Holderby 
tnen referred to the fines: levied on 
these places, telling the members of 
his congregation that they amounted 
to licenses, and that from moral stand- 
point Atlanta had no right to give such 
licenses. 

In conclusion. he called upon. the peo. 
ple to stand by those trying to elim- 
inate these evils, which he termed a 
disgrace to Atlanta and to our Chris- 
tian civilization.

position of Holland and Venesvela and 
wnat action it was proposed to take.
